Colonel White revealed that, if every- 
thing moveable were taken from the East Building complex, it would 
still free only 25, 000 - 30, 000 sq. ft.

4. Comments by General Carter 

a. Reminded all members that we exist in a freewheeling 
government where much is accomplished by committee action. 

Agency people attend many of these meetings. It is incumbent upon 
our representatives to bring back to the Agency the flavor of opinions 
of other agencies which can be used as background for the DCI's 
relations with these agencies. Memoranda are to be prepared after 
each of these meetings for the DCI, 

b. We are under pressure by various members of the 
Administration to declassify material in efforts to make the Adminis- 
tration look good in the November elections. Cautioned Executive 
Committee members to impress upon their people to back off from 
any of these requests by stating that only the DCI can make any deci- 
sion on declassification of any Agency information.
